and very well educated man, who was 
as sane as you or I except on one point. 
He was really a man of considerable 
wealth, but his delusion was that he 
was a pauper, and he would tell the 
most pitiful tales of bis destitution, 
befigiug, with tears in his eyes, for a 
few coppers with which to buy bread. 


According to the *tory told me, he 


was the only son of a wealthy mer- 
chant. In his youth he had fallen 
among evil companions and had led 
such a dissolute life that his father 
not only throateneo to disinherit him, 
but forbade him ever to enter his house 
again. After that he seems to have 
sunk into the lowest depths of poverty 
until he was glad to earn a few cop- 
pers by selling papers or matches in 
the streets. 


It was at tbis last and lowest stage 


that news came to him that his father 
had died intestate and that he was heir 
to all l:is vast fortune. The sadden 
ncv.-s completely turned the man's 
brain and brought on such a condition 
of excitement that he had to be sent 
to an asylum, and when he calmed 
do\\ n again he had lost all recollection 
of his go™l fortune, and nothing can 
shake his delusion that he is on the 
verge of starvation. 


.Another patient in the samp asylum 


was a. youuo: and in his lucid moments 
a most intelligent fellow, v, hose "brain 
was turned," as the saying is, on learn- 
ing that he had passed an examination, 
lie had sat for the matriculation exam- 
ination at tho University of London, on 
passing which he had set his heart 
and had psked a friend in London to 
wire the result as soon as the names 
were screened at Burlington House. 


About three weeks later came a fatal 


toicgvam, "Failed—sorry." which sent 
the young man into the lowest depihs 
of despair, for he was too old to sit 
again. Xot many hours later, however,- 
ca'me another telegram, "Passed honors 
—very sorry crush so great did not see 
nacie this morning." 
The revulsion 


cd' feeling was so great that the stu- 
dent's reason gave way, and he be- 
came so violent in his excitement that 
he had to be confined. Fortunately he 
was not with us long and is now, I aui 
glad to know, doing very well as a so- 
licitor.

ple to asylums, but it is very seldom 
that success in wooing drives a man 
ruad. It had this strange effect, how- 
ever, on one of my-late patients. The 
girl he loved had gone out to India to 
! cfp licti^e for her brother before ho 
hail screwed up his courage to the point 
of proposing to her, but an offer fol- 
lowed by mail very quickly after her. 


\Veeks and months passed, and no an- 


swer came to the impatient lover until, 
after waiting two years in despair, he 
became engaged to a girl who had 
nothing but her money bags to recom- 
mend her and for whom he had not a 
particle of love. Scarcely, however, was 
his fate sealed than he received the 
long despaired of letter from India, ac-

At the end of a year the 
12 in the dark stable were tuberculous 
and only four in the other stable. Plen- 
ty of sunlight and pure air in the sta- 
bles will do more alone to exterminate 
tuberculosis (.nun all tho tuberculin 
tests and consequent slaughter of sus- 
pected animals can Co wi'liout these 
aids.

Slieep Fertilize tlic Ln=d. 


Fertile farms and well kept fields 


have always been associated witL 
slipup, says an Iov.-a farmer in Prairie 
Farmer.

Bots In Horses. 


No medicine that can be given the 


horse will kill the bots, says The Horse- 
man.

Expeditions Against Colombia. 


Willemstad. Island of Curacoa, Sept. 


12.— An expedition composed of 1,000 
Venezuelan troops under Davila, the 
Venezuelan leader, which left Port Ca- 
bello three weeks ago, bound for Mar- 
acaibo, and left Maracaibo Sept 4 on 
three schooners tov.'cd by a small 
steamer, their destination being un- 
known, has arrived at its objective 
point and is reported to have safely 
landed on the Colombian coast, "& few 
miles north of La Hacha, and that a 
second expedition under the leader- 
ship of a Colombian named Castillo, 
composed of Colombian liberals and 
Venezuelan sympathizers, left Mara- 
caibo overland bound for La Hacha. 
The Davila and Castillo expeditions 
together number about 1,500 troops, to 
which should be added aoout 1,500 
Colombian liberals, more or less well 
armed, congregated about the frontier.

A speech was 
also made by Vice President Davis of 
Chicago. The men finally decided to 
adjourn until Thursday evening, when 
a decisive vote will be taken on the' 
question of returning to work.
